THE FISH CREEK KILLING. 


What the Eureka Papers Have to Say— 
Somewhat Conflicting Opiniens. 


From the Leader of Wednesday. 


All the evidence of the parties en- 
gaged in the Fish creek battle points 
to the strikers as aggressors. Inspired 
with a contempt for the law and its 
methods, deriding the attempt of the 
officers to execute it, they invited the 
punishment that was so quickly meted 
out. Much as itis to be regretted 
that these foolish and deluded men 
should have fallen victims to their 
own lawless proceedings, much as it 
may be deplored that the agitation 
has resulted in bloodshed, surely no 
one @an blame the officers for so 
promptly and effectually quelling the 
eutbreak. 


From the Sentinel of Thursday. 

Centrary to the predictions of many 
persons, no trouble has occurred in 
Eureka, growing out of the fight at 
Fish creek, and the Italians are quiet- 
ly and peacefully submitting to the 
law’s course. They have indulged in 
neither tirades nor threats, but confi- 
dently claim that they will eventually 
prove that the killing of the five men 
was wholly uncalled. for and unwar- 
ranted, 

There is no disguising the fact that 
the burners have the epen sympathy 
ef alarge portion of our population, 
but is yet too early for any thinking 
man te form an opinion. Barring the 
evidence given yesterday, and which 
of course was naturally favorable to 
the sheriff's posse, nothing has been 
developed which would justify any 
one in passing judgment. There are not 
a few who blame the sheriff for send- 
ing what they are pleased to term “‘a 
fighting posse.” The argument isa 
poor ona, however, for the sheriff who 
would send any but men of recognized 
courage upon such an expedition 
would only be equaled in stupidity by 
the faint-hearted volunteer who would 
consent to go. Besides, while the eo- 
tire posse, with perhaps one or two 
exceptions, are men whose courage or 
tighting qualities have never been dis. 
puted, not one ef them has ever been 
accused of being quarrelsome, or of 
engaging in broils of any description. 
All the witnesses testified yesterday 
that when Rich and the leader of the 
band prepared tv fight, Simpson beg- 
ged them not to shoot, saying he could 
settle it peacefully; while Toomey 
says that his instructions from both 
Kyle and Simpson were to the effect 
that on no consideration should force 
be resorted to if it could poscibly be 
avoided. If the officers did not ex- 
ceeed the bounds of prudence in this 
unfortunate affair, the abuse they are 
receiving will tend’ to deter others in 
the future from risking their lives in 
defense of our rights and property. 


AN ITALIAN VERSION OF THE AFFAIR, 


A Sentiuel reporter obtained the fol- 
lowing account of the affair from an 
Italian eye-witness: Tnere were, he 
claimed, about ninety Italians and 
Swiss present at the time of the fight, 
abont thirty of whom had arms—only 
four or five being armed with shot- 
guns. They were on the hillside when 
two men drove up in a buggy, and 
the crowd came off the hill appar- 
ently from metives of curiésity, and 
he followed. His boss, who owned a 
pit, and who was one -of the killed, 
also went from curiosity and was un- 
armed. Wheu the buggy stopped, 
one of the officers handed a paper to 
an Italian, and just then the balance 
of the posse drove up and, after dis- 
mounting, ranged themselves in frent 
of the burners. He heard an  of- 
ficer say ‘‘fire,” when a single shot 
was heard, and the Italian ‘leader 
tumbled from his horse. There was 
a dead silence for an instant, when the 
oftivers opened a regular fusilade, and 
the Italians took to their heels. No 
shets were fired by the latter and no 
weapons dispiayed.

Seen Better Days-—Full Perticulars 
From The Scene of The Tragedy. 


Miss R. L. Mallett was a handsome, 
finely formed young lady, about 
twenty-two years of age. She was 
well educated, accomplished, and of 
an amiable disposition. Not much is 
known here ef her past history. She 
lived near Susanville for a time, and 
once taught school at Willow Creek. 
About the first of last June she came 
from Gold Run to the Lake, and ob- 
tained employment at Webber's Hote! 
as a waitress. She performed her 
duties faithfully and quietly, but 
seemed at a!l times sad and unhappy. 
Some secret trouble evidently preyed 
upon her mind. She would sit alone 
at her window for hours, gazing out 
over the lake. Miss Mallett gave 
every one about her the impression 
that she was utterly despondent, and 
a victim to some torm of melancholy 
that made her life miserable. Some

is supposed to have been the cause of 
her trouble. Miss Mallet roomed 
with another young lady, to whom 
she often expressed -her intention to 
commit suicide.
